Applicant's arguments, see tine remarl<s, filed 10/8/2008, with respect to the 
pending claims have been fully considered and are persuasive. The previous rejections 
of the claims have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-156 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Baker et al (US 6,519,259) discloses the number of channels is 
adjusted. Idle channels will not transmit Information and the unused bandwidth from 
those channels will be reallocated to other channels in the system (claim 1 ). Flexible 
Transmission Bandwidth Management with Effective Channel Reservation Techniques 
for NGSO MSS Networks by Konishi et al discloses adding channels utilizing a 
hysteresis concept in the communication system (abstract). The channels are added to 
accommodate overflow calls (page 11 97).
